SIR: 

In response to the Notice of Abandonment dated February 6, 2004, Applicants 
enclose herewith copies of the papers that were timely filed in response to the Notice to File 
Missing Parts and petition for withdrawal of abandonment of the present application in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1 . 1 8 1 (a) 

In particular, the present application was filed on May 23, 2001, as a continuation of 
application Serial No. 09/284,769. On June 26, 2001, a Notice to File Corrected Application 
Papers was issued requiring an Abstract for the application. A Response to Notice to File 
Corrected Application Papers was filed or^uly 16, 2001/^ncluding an abstract and a 
Preliminary Amendment to the specification and claims. 

On September 14, 2001, a Notice of Incomplete Reply (nonprovisional) was issued 
indicating that the reply of July 16, 2001, has been entered, that the abstract must appear on a 
separate sheet, and that the period for reply to the Notice of June 26, 2001, continues to run. 
Applicants note that the abstract filed in the Preliminary Amendment on July 16, 2001, 
begins on a page with the last of the claims. 

In response, Applicants submitted a Resubmittal of Abstract with an accompanying 
Petition for Extension of time on October 26, 2001. The Resubmittal of Abstract presented 
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the Abstract on a separate sheet. The Petition for Extension of Time requested a two-month 
extension of the response period of the Notice of June 26, 2001, to extend the response period 
from August 26, 2001, to October 26, 2001. A copy of the Notice was also enclosed as well 
as a check number 259338 in the amount of $400.00 for the extension fee and a stamped 
postcard receipt. The Resubmittal of Abstract and Petition for Extension of Time were filed 
by Certificate of Mailing on October 26, 2001. 

Thus, the response to the Notice was timely filed. 

Applicants have now received a Notice of Abandonment Under 37 CFR 1.53(f) or (g) 
dated February 6, 2004, reporting that no reply was received to the September 14, 2001, 
Notice. 

Applicants assert that in view of the timely filing of the reply to the Notice, the 
Abandonment of the present application was in error. Withdrawal of the abandonment is in 
order and is hereby respectfully requested. 

A review of the application file by Applicant's attorney fails to find the returned 
postcard receipt for the Resubmittal of Abstract, and the bank records of Applicant's attorney 
shows that the check number 259338 for the extension fee remains open.
